reported by the Senate Prepared- 
ness subcommittee. 


The Senate group's report, made 


public Thursday, said "the com- 
bined Soviet and Cuban forces now 
in the island are quite powerful 
defensively and could offer severe 
opposition to any attack." 


The investigators criticized the 


Central Intelligence Agency and 
military 
intelligence authorities 


for what they said were "substan- 
tial errors" in evaluating informa- 
tion indicating a serious missile- 
arms-troop buildup in Cuba last 
summer and fall. 


The subcommittee showed itself 


not fully conminced that all the 
Soviet long range missiles and 
bombers have been pulled out of 
Cuba. It said intelligence chiefs 
admit "there is reason for grave 
concern" that such weapons might 
be hidden in some of the country's 
thousands of caves. 


But apart from questioning the 


latest 
intelligence estimate 
of 


17,500 Soviets in Cuba, the Senate 
group appeared to accept the pro-

indictment. He appeared before a 
U.S. commissioner and posted a 
$10,000 bond for a hearing next 
Monday. 


Six other persons, most of them 


close friends or associates of Hof- 
fa, also were indicted, and Jus- 
tice Department attorneys indicat- 
ed still more indictments might 
be forthcoming,

Admits Had 
Affair With 
Both Men 
FORREST CITY, Ark. (AP) — 


The prosecution was expected to 
complete its case against 52-year- 
old farmer Ollic Morgan today in 
his first degree murder trial. 


Morgan is charged with slaying 


Carvell Watson Voel.lingcr, who 
disappeared from iiis job at Stutt- 
gart last Dec. 22, over a woman 
with whom both had affairs. 


Prosecutor. Lloyd Henry has 


tried to link Morgan with Voclling- 
er through the woman, Mrs. John 
Logan Clark of near Colt,, Ark. 
She testified Wednesday., she had 
an affair with Morgan, then broke 
it off to resume an affair with 
Vocllinger, 43. 


Mrs. Clark, who said she was a 


Sunday school teacher, lived near 
Morgan in the Colt community 10 
miles north of Forrest City. 


The defense was expected to be- 


gin presenting witnesses late to- 
day or Friday. The trial was ex- 
pected to last until next week. It 
was not known whether Morgan 
would testify in his own defense. 


Morgan's wife sat with him at 


the defendant's table through the 
trial. The farmer has sat calmly 
without changing his expression or 
speaking. 


Mrs, Clark testified that her af- 


fair with Vocllinger lasted about 
three years, until 1954 and that 
during the time she did not live 
with her husband. 


She said the affair with Morgan 


followed, but in November 19B2,. 
she refused to continue dating him 
and decided to resume the affair 
with Voellinger. 


Voellinger's employer, a store 


owner, testified that he had seen 
Morgan and the victim together 
several times, but said Voellinger 
had introduced the defendant as 
Harold Lawson. 


The store owner said Voellinger 


left his firm the night of Dec. 22 
with Morgan, after the victim had 
cashed his payroll check. 


Voellinger's body was found last 


March 14 in the L'anguille River 
near Caldwcll in St. Francis Coun- 
ty by Mrs. John King, who was 
running commercial trotlines. 


Lt. Albert Chandler of the Ar- 


kansas State Police testified that 
he had compared a bullet taken 
from Morgan's car with one taken 
from Voellinger's body and found 
they were the same type—a spe- 
cial bullet made to be fired from 
a. 38 caliber weapon on a .44 cpli- 
her frame. 


Chandler said under cross-ex- 


amination that ballistics marks 
weren't sufficient to identify the 
bullets as having come from the 
same gun.
